liei' cou.itena.jce biightened with a 
smile» as if she had full assurance that 
sh« Was preparing to enter the mansions 
of eternal happiness.

Some four or five ^:enturies ijack, 
whch h'avikind were less civihrcd, the 
dre«dfi*l peuahy of fire, we find to ha,re 
bi;cn awaidctl to olfonders, as a puafeii- 
Çieât, in expiation of heinous crio^e».— 
When 
rca-1 those pass>.i¿c^ of histo­ 
ry, tlm mind is filled with luprror und 
disgt^st at Ihe cxocrable manners ut our 
ancestors ; and w-c are disposed to shud­ 
der, at tlie then depraved state of human 
n.tl’are. 
Eut how much nioix- shockinj^ 
ia it to bcliolU, in tljese days uf cirtiiz.i- 
tion, the prevalence £«t the horrihie 
practico of human immolation—-not foi- 
the purpose of pimishing offenders, or 
ta dfiet- oihe* s froni the eommisHton of 
crime, but as a ft v e-will offering of the 
souj ar.l body,Oil the pan of tíie devotee. 
whosiJ Cuse demands tliis sacrifice, for 
the «upport of religious prujciplea. 


It is m vain to hope, that thli> detestu- 
ble rite of Hindoo rdij^ion, will ever 
be cxvi- pUed ; for ts the bigotry attut h- 
i-d to th« one, «ill alwup sanctify the 
uthtr Vkitb the name ofpu ty and devo­ 
tion, liic precept and tiie practice will 
be coevul vrith the religion.

A chiléy tictwcen two and 
three ycaVS of age, the daughter of the 
devotee, was brought to tho spút of im» 
molationt in the arms of a female rela­ 
tion^ On ebaerving its mother) sur* 
rounded by tíiíe crowd, and alarmed at 
the number of strangers, but quite un* 
conscious of what was passing, the child 
anxiously laboured to spring from the 
arms of its nurse, in order to get to it’i 
mother: moved by the strength of na­ 
tural feeling, its eyes earnestly fixed on 
her mother, it sought by toars, by 6n- 
treaties, and atruggles, to regain the 
well-knoNvn bosom, where maternal ten­ 
derness had so often soothed it to re*- 
pose. 
The unavailing struggles, the 
piteous nioaning of-the infant on the one 
hand, and on the other the dyingsnother, 
heedless to Its tender calls, presented 
a spectacle, calculated to rouse to sym 
pathy a heait of adamant. 


Before chtérihg upon the last part, of 
thp tíeremoñy, that of walkiivg round the 
pile, the suttee advanced to her fitthei\ 
who stood in tlte inner circle of the 
dt’owd; and twice or thrice j^assipg her 
hand from his forehead to his bróast, 
thus gave him her blessing, in terms 
which, though inaudible, yet smote upon 
the heart with an-t;xpression to whith 
no language can give Utterance.—The 
father, yielding to nature and justafTec- 
tion, bitterly wept, on this fast interview 
with a beloved daughter ; while the he­ 
roine, raised above the feelings of hu­ 
manity, seemed as if she olreatly belong*- 
ed to another world ! 


Our readers may form some idea of 
the feelings of the principal part of the 
native spectators of this affecting cxhi* 
bition, on being infbi med of an angry 
discussion, just before lighting the pl[c, 
between the Brahmins and the workmen, 
w’ho had provided the firewood of which 
it WÄS composed ; the latter contended 
that they had brodgbt 20 nöauns of wood, 
while the Brahmins insisted that there 
M'ere not more than ten. 
After a good 
deal of altercation, a compromise was 
effected, and the quantity was fixed at 
15 mauns. 
The greater part of the 
wood, however, was so green and moist, 
that its c jmbustion was greatly impeded, 
and the suflcrings of the unhappy vic­ 
tim consequently pit)longed.

‘ Gentlemen, Deputies from the lo- 
nikn IsîeSÎ, I haVe caused great Works to 
be completad in your country. 
I have 
collected a great number of troops, and 
ammunition of all kinds. 
1 do not re­ 
gret the expences which Corfa has cóst 
my ii-easury. It is the key of Ihe Adri­ 
atic. 


‘ I will never abandon the Islands 
whifeh the superiority of the enemy by 
sea has placed in their^tpower. In India, 
in America, in the Mediterranean, every 
thing that is and has been French shall 
always be so. Conquered by the enemy, 
hy the vicissitudes of the war, they shall 
return into the empii'e by the other c- 
vents of the war, or by the stipulations 
of peace. I should always consider it as 
an eternal blot upon my reign, if I ever 
sanctioned the abdodonrnttit of a single 
Frenc^man.* 
To the.^ddrcs.^fTom the departnient of 
laLtpp'itfhis Majesty replied as follows : 


* 
Gentlemen, deputies of the depart­ 
ment of La Lippe ;—The town of Mun­ 
ster belonged to an ecclesiastical sove­ 
reign ; deplorable effect of ignorance 
and buper^itltion I You were without 
country.—Providence, who willed that 
I shbutd restore the throne oí Charle­ 
magne, hats müde you natilrally enter, 
with Holland and the Hanse-Towns, in­ 
to the bosom of the empire. 
From the 
moment in which you became French, 
my heart made no difference between 
you and the other parts of my States__ 
As soon as circumstances shall permit 
me, I shall fi el a lively satisfaction in 
being among you.’ 


The following is a translation of a let* 
ter from Paris ; the intelligence con­ 
tained in which, if it be true, possesses 
considerable interest 
‘ If it be interesting to you, my friend, 


I must inform you, that the business of 
our Conclave has taken a vei y favorable 
t»# n ; that it is said the holy Pope will 
come here to swear allegiance to his so­ 
vereign ; that the affairs in Spain art in 
a very good train. 
Marshal Macdonald 
informs me, that he expects to be hi 
possession of Figueras by the latter end 
of this month—There is, jjcrhaps, a 
cloud rising from the North, but which 
will soon be dissipated by the thuûder 
of our cannon.’ 


We shall only observe upon the a- 
bovc, that if the Pope does really swear 
allegiance to Bonapsrte, ('which we must 
yet, however, venture to doubt,) it is im­ 
possible to conccive hoMT the Roman Ca­ 
tholics of countries at war >vlth Prance 
can. Consistently with the duty thfcy pwd 
their own Sovereigns, pay any rcsptct 
to his Holiness. 


From Other letters We learn^ that 
three Priests have been sent to prison, 
(their rank or station in the Church is 
not mentioned,) for refusirg to take 
certain oa^hs of Submission to Bonaparte» 
They are probably Members of the Sy­ 
nod or Council lately assembled atParls. 


A general belief prevailed in the 
French metropolis, that a war with Rus­ 
sia would t'‘kc place.

It seems to be clear, that for sotfne 
time to come, nothing will be attempted 
by the French against our army in Por­ 
tugal.

turbation in every bieast. 
Such sy,»ì¡>' 
toms could not loug remain unobserved

by an adm inistration, consisting of men

But if people 6hoose 
to be frightm ed into im abaiK^nnient of 
their rights by such idle apprehensions, 
it is not to be expected that the ad* 
ministration will abstain from exciting 
them when im p o r^n t objects "an l^ 
accomplished by sUch cheap means. 


If the honest and sober m inded peo* 
pie of the United Slates and m ote espe­ 
cially the federal part of tltem , can 
derive wisdom from experience, by 
com paring past events, and former 
tricks and stratagem s with the present 
- —and if this article should have the 
effect of Inducing them to contemplate 
the subject -, to form deliberate opi­ 
nions for them selves j and to regulate 
tlieir conduct accordingly, it will have 
.accomplished all that is wished, and 
more than is expected by the writer. 


In what has been said we would not 
be understood as denying the danger of 
a war with England. 
7 he danger not 
only exists, but increases alarmingly. 
T he defenceless state of the country is 
itself a source of danger ; tlie notorious 
partiality of the governm ent for France 
is a source of danger ; the unreasona­ 
ble demands made u|>on Great-Britaui; 
and the persevering refusal to accede 
to all the proffered term s of afcommo- 
datlon are sources of danger. 
If war is 
to arise from these causes, however, it 
w ilfbe made ufion us, not 6y uj. 
But 
what the adminlsiraiioii and their cla 
morous adhe 
ts would have us be­ 
lieve, and ofw uichw e are incredulous, 
is that they them selvés, instigated by 
the enormous outrages and insults of 
the British, are about to resort to war 
for atonem ent lUid retribution, and that 
no hope remains of obtaining justice by 
any other means.
